Reck- 
oning the sacks at 81 pounds of oats each 
there would be 5832 pounds or nearly 65 
pounds to the pound sown. In bushels the 
yield would be 171 bushels from say an acre 
and ahalf. Mr. Hutton has kept the oats | 
from this seed separate, and will accurately 
measure the ground and weigh the grain 
after being fanned, soas to make a record.
